CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— The launch team fed elec- 
trical power to a Saturn V 
rocket today to start the long 
countdown for Apollo 17, the. 
last U.S. journey to the moon in 
the foreseeable future. 


The countdown clock began 


ticking right on schedule at 
8:30 a.m. EST, aiming for a 
liftoff of the giant rocket at 
9:53 p.m. next Wednesday, the 
first night launching of a U.S. 
manned space flight. 


Other early activity included 


filling the water tanks of the lu- 
nar and command ships, Chal- 
lenger and America. 


The clock read 104 hours 30 


minutes as it started. It will be 
halted at several planned points 
to provide launch crew rest pe- 
riods and catchup time for any 
item that might fall behind 
schedule 
Early- activity includes feed- 


ing electrical power to the 
three stages of the 36-story-tall 
booster and filling water tanks 
in the lunar and 
command 


ships, Challenger and America. 


The clock starts ticking at 104 


hours, 30 minutes. It will be 
halted at several planned points 
to provide launch crews with 
rest periods and catchup time 
for any item that might fall be- 
hind schedule.

The. astronauts who will 


make the last Apollo voyage, 
Eugene A. Cernan,

Harrison H. Schmitt and Ron- 
ald E. Evans planned to spend 
most of the day in spaceship 
simulators, rehearsing the 
launching and the firing out of 
earth orbit toward the moon. 


It is their last day of formal 


training. On Friday they un- 
dergo an extensive physical ex- 
amination and from Saturday 
until launch day they have 
their choice of how they want 
to prepare for the flight — in 
simulators, review sessions, 
geology briefings or flying T38 
jet planes in proficiency runs. 


Cernan and Schmitt, the first 


scientist picked for space flight, 
are to land on the moon Dec. 11 
for a record stay of 75 hours, 
during which they plan three 
surface excursions, each lasting 
seven hours. They are to drive 
a moon car about 23 miles in 
their quest for lunar secrets. 


The landing site is named 


Taurus-Littrow and is located 
in the northeast quadrant of the 
moon on the edge of the Sea of 
Serenity.

sophisticated means to inspect its 
30-inch outfall sewer line to 
ascertain just what condition the 
line is in and what needs to be 
done to put it back in first class 
condition. 


The sophisticated inspection 


was achieved by a closed-circuit 
miniature tv camera that was 
manuvered .through the more 
than a mile-long line from 
manhole-to-manhole. The in- 
spection was conducted by the 
Naylor Company of Arlington, 
whose crew began the survey 
Monday and concluded Tuesday 
afternoon. 


"The inspection with the 


closed-circuit television equip- 
ment costs approximately $700, 
but it is.money well spent," City 
Manager Jack Russell said. 


It saved time and many man 


hours of excavation work to 


trench out the fill over the line to 
determine where the line has 
collapsed, cracked or leaking at 
the joints. 


Manager Russell said the 


unique method of inspecting the 
: line's condition from the interior 
will enable the city tpjd,e.t_ernune 
quickly just where the"iarg^ 
collector line needs reapirs anq 
where sections of joint have to be 
replaced. It is a relatively new 
method for making such in- 
spections for line troubles.

only moments before it got un- 
der way, deputy press secre- 
tary Gerald L. Warren said it 
had been scheduled for some 
time "to review the entire situ- 
ation in South Vietnam." 


Nixon and Due, a special rep- 


resentative of South Vietnam's 
President Nguyen Van Thieu, 
met for 2Vz hours Wednesday. 
It was originally scheduled to 
last an hour. 


Ronald L. Ziegler, the White 


House spokesman, said the ses- 
sion was "a very detailed dis- 
cussion, and a very frank dis- 
cussion," but he refused to dis- 
close the substance of the talks.

It's a chance everybody in 
public office takes. 


"I have no regrets. I have no 


bitterness, no bitterness against 
the man who shot me. I have 
forgiven him."

shooting. 


Wallace was asked about a 


statement made in Washington 
by his national campaign direc- 
tor, Charles S. Snider, who said 
the governor might consider 
running for president as a Re- 
publican. 


"I have no intention of leav- 


ing the Alabama Democratic 
party," Wallace said, "and I 
don't see the Republicans nomi- 
nating me at all."
